FISH CVLTVRB IN NEW EX^l-AND. i 


Up to last season there was no pos- 


itiVe evidence' that fish culture in 
New England had teen practically 
successful. 
Large sums had been 


expended by the Commissioners of 


. [ the several States in restocking the 


rincipal rivers with shad and salmon 
nd the lakes and ponds with black- 
3363, and a few other kinds of valn- 
ble fish. Some enthusiasts, like 
Mr. Seth Green, of New York, 
lionght that shad was more plentiful 
n the Hudson and Connecticut than 


>f late years; yet statistics did not 
jear out these views; and old fisher' 
men, who should be the best judges, 
leclared that there was no noticuble 
ncrease in either of said rivers. 


This Spring, if we can believe the 


statements of newspapers, there is a 
ast increase in the. shad harvest in 
nil the rivers in which these fish were 
artificially 
hatched Jwo or three 


years ago. In the Hudson, shad are 
extraordinarily abundant, so much 
so that the market is overstocked, 


The Crown Prince and Chief of 


Admiralty of Germany have given a 
most cordial welcome to the officers 
of the American squadron.

and fish dealers in New York city 
complain that "prices are too low." 
Well, we are glad to hear that sort of 
grnmbling; and we dare say there are 
ihonsands of poor people in that me- 
tropolis who do not swear because 
shad are cheaper than they have been 
of late years. If there is any consid- 
erable increase of this fish in the 
Hudson river, it must be attributed 
to the operations of the Fish Com- 
missioners of New York. For several 
years past five million artificially 
hatched shad have been "planted" in 
the Hudson, and we_ trust there may 
be a similar ratio of increase of shad 
taken there annually, and for "all 
time to come." 


In Bhode Island the Fish Commis- 


sioners have limited their labors 
chiefly to the stocking of ponds with 
black-bass, and a few brooks with 
trout. Notwithstanding that salmon 
are the prince of game fish, and are 
fit for a monarch's table, no effort has 
been made to cultivate them. So 
that it will be seen that fish culture 
is doing as well in the Eastern States 
as it is in California. 


'BBI*TOW*S MOVEMENTS. 


The,San Francisco Call says: One 


effect of the third-term letter of' the 
President has been to raise a disturb- 
ance in political circles, by putting 
the friends of numerous possible Re- 
publican candidates at loggerheads. 
Two membern of tlie Cabinet, Secre- 
taries Fish and Bristow, are among 
these possible candidates—the latter 
a quite probable one. He has been 
formerly brought out by a Republi- 
can meeting in Columbia County, 
Pennsylvania; and it is said he has 
avowedly entered the lists, and is 
"booked" for addresses in various 
parts of the country. Since the Pres- 
ident's letter, JBristow delivered an 
oration at Louisville, his "Old Ken- 
tucky Home," on the occasion of the 
decoration of the graves of Federal 
soldiers, in which he reviewed the 
results of the war, and claimed that, 
sooner or later, the South wuuUl en- 
ter upon a career of unexampled 
probperity; but this would not; be 
until the passions of man had euti rely 
subsided and the rights of all were 
respected by all classes of society, 
and popular education provided for. 
Two days afterward he again ad- 
dressed 
his 
fellow-townsmen 
ol 


Louisville, at the Board of Trade 
rooms, in which, though endeavoring 
to avoid the subject of the national 
finances, he gave it as his judgment 
that there can be no return of re*' 
and solid prosperity until our tiuan 
cial system is built upon a sounder 
and securer basis of such money as 
is recognized as money throughout 
the world—actual money. 
In kU 


first oration he eulogized Gr.tnt as 
the greatest of military chieftains, 
and the most magnanimous, which 
will help to gain the sanction of the 
President for his politicalaspir.itions. 
In a few weeks, 30th instant, Bristow 
will go to Washington County, Penn- 
sylvania, to deliver an. address at a 
college dedication, he being a gradu- 
ate of Jefferson College, in that coun- 
ty. The next, move for Briatow will 
be to appear before Republican coun- 
ty conventions in Kentucky, pro- 
claiming him«elf for the Presidency.
